Applicants respectfully traverse this Restriction 
Requirement • 

MPEP § 803 sets forth two criteria which must be met for a 
proper restriction requirement. The first is that the inventions 
be independent or distinct; the second is that there would be 
serious burden on the Examiner. if the restriction is not 
required. Applicants do not believe that examination of the 
different combinations of gene products, at last for a specific 
diagnostic use, would place a serious burden on the Examiner. 
The Examiner states that the separate status in the art as shown 
by their different classification is indicative of this 
.restriction being proper. It is respectfully pointed out, 
however, that contrary to the Examiner's suggestion. Groups I -IV, 
Group V-VIII, Groups IX-XII and Groups XIII-XVI are identified by 
the Examiner in this Restriction Requirement as being classified 
in the same class and subclass.
